- quality name. And again I have heard a 


man say a perfecto was not a perfecto, be- 
cause it was different in flavor from a per- 
fecto hs smoked some time before. How ab- 
surd he was will bo plain to you if youunder- 
stand properly the signification of cigar 
names; Tho word perfectos is used to desig- 
nate tho peculiar shape of such cigars. "Work- 
men get more for making them than for mak- 
ing others, as it is not so easy to roll the ma- 
terial into the perfecto shape. 


For this reason a perfecto would necessarily 


cost more than a cigar of the same material 
but less difficult to make. But as far as the 
word goes it is used only to indicate the shape 
of the cigar. Besides words used to designate 
the shape we have words which refer to size. 
Such words are finas, grandes. Of the terms 
applied to shapes I may. cite Trabucos," Lon- 
dres, Conchas, Raina Victorias,.

It is-stated by those who are in position 
to know, that the attractiveness of the 
raisins added no little to tha reputation 
of California raisins. Besides abovetwo 
mentioned housesj others engaged in 
buying loose raisins in a small way and 
packing them in Chicago. It is claimed 
that the best of skilled hands in the 
handling of dried fruits can be had there 
cheaper than in this State; besides, the 
boxes can'be bought cheaper, both being 
quite an item to handlers of the fruit. 
There is no doubt but there is very 
strong buying competition for raisins_ in 
the sweat, and large packers not growing 
nil they want find that to get the best 
Krades they have to pay well up. Par- 
iicularlywas this the case last year, 
which was faithfully recorded at the 
ime in the market reports of the Mural 


It is n disputed point to whom belongs 


the credit of giving the California rawin 
first popular impulse. Many 
ndustry its 
claim that to the. products of B. B. 
Blowers and Q. G. Briggs of Yolo county, 
popular attention was first attracted, 
while others again that to the products 
of the California Raisin CQ. of Placer 
county belong the credit, while others 


writers on the subject, were-nbt content 
with achelvina, success in this way, and 
several visited Spain with the view of- 
learning all that was obtainable, so as to 
bring, if possible, perfection to their 
calling.

With proper curing and pack- 
ing no raisin-maker will have the least 
difficulty in placing his pack and making 
a name for his up-put that'will at all 
times command the highest market 
prices. In this he is assisted by the 
superior sweetness of'the raisins and 
their ke'eping qualities, while the gener- 
al run of Spanish raisins will not keep 
without sugaring for a much longer time 
than six months. Those from this State 
will keep for over 12 months. The grqw- 
ipg appreciation of the California raisins 
is having an appreciable effect upon the 
importation into this country of Malaga 
raisins as the following table by alternate 
years sbow:

habeas corpus, made by Samuel D. Davis, 
who is in jail in Idaho, having been sen- 
tenfced for unlawfully taking the prescribed 
test oath when he was a member of the 
Mormon Church. The Court dunies the 
application for a writ of habeas corpus, 
holding that polygamy is a crime and that 
the constitutional provisions guaranteeing 
the freedom of religious belief is not in- 
tended to prevent the punishment o! any 
person who in the name of religion com- 
mits n crime. 


The freedom of the serfs in Russia haa

INVESTIGATION. 


Civil Service Commissioner Roosevelt 


has submitted to the full committee the re- 
port of the recent investigation into the 
alleged violations of the civil service law in 
the New York Custom House just prior to 
the last Presidential election. 
Upon the 


subject of the collection of political assess- 
ments dnring«<. the campaign, Roosevelt 
says the present law has put a complete 
stop to the open" spoliation of poor clerks 
and has made it comparatively hard to 
mulct them even secretly. 
"Government 


employes do not, 'as a rale, contribute 
simply from a desire to help the political 
cause in which they believe. In other 
words, 'the employes are coerced by the 
fear that their positions will bg jeopard- 
ized if they failed to do BO. It is probably 
safe to say that 90 p'er cent, of the money 
collected for-political purposes from minor 
Government employes represents eo much 
blackmail. 
Thosa who agree in politics 


with the party in control feel some assur- 
ance of protection if they refuse to be co- 
erced in parting with their money, but the 
unfortunates of the opposite political faith, 
feeling that they have no power behind 
them on which to rely, ore nervously 
afraid of giving offense, and yield help- 
lessly when threatened. The amount paid 
is not absolutely very great in each indi- 
vidual case, but to the poor clerk juat able 
to get along the loss of 3 per cent of his 
salary may msaa just the difference be- 
tween having and not having nn overcoat 
for himself, a warm dress for hia wife, or a 
Christmas tree for hia children. Another 
fact to be remembered is that much of the' 
money so collected is nsver turned into the 
party campaign chests at all, being kept 
for their own private uses by the jackals 
who collect them. One of the witnesses 
in the present case, a strong Republican, 
who was holding office under tha last ad- 
ministration, testifies that he was advised 
to contribute to the Democratic campaign 
fund by one of his, friends, n New York 
Republican district leader, as being the 
only thing to do if he wished to keep bis 
place. 
'*• 


"In the investigation of the alleged vio- 


lations of tbe law against making political 
assessments, I have rcado a more or less 
complete examination into tha conduct in 
this respect in the offices of the Collector, 
Surveyor and Naval Officer of tha State of 
New York during the Presidential election 
of 1888. 
In the naval offlco under Mr. 


Bnrt my iuvesligation goes to show the 
law was observed absolutely both in the 
letter and the spirit. As far as I can find 
out there .was no collections made for po- 
litical purposes, in any shape or form, and 
nothing like political coercion was toler- 
ated. 
£"In the collector's office there was ap- 
parently a widespread, but by no means al- 
ways successful, effort made to evade the 
law by persuading or forcing Republican 
clerks to- contribute; A list of these Re- 
publican clerks mnst_hp,yo been kept, be- 
canee-they were especially singled out'; for 
more or leas indirect solicitation, either 
personally or.by circular, and there is the 
testimony of one witness that this solicita- 
tion was undertaken by the express com- 
mand of Magone's private secretary, there 
being nothing to ehoW, however, that Ma- 
gone was aware of his secretary's action. 
The effort to make them contribute was 
made indirectly, and usually so guardedly, 
that it is difficult to say if the law was ac- 
tually-violated iu its letter. 


"In the surveyor'f, office, under Beattie, 


contributions, aa far as is shown by the toa- 
mony of twenty-eight witnesses examined, 
were universal. Ths Democrats generally 
gave their money of their own accord, bnt 
all ihe Republican clerks were practically 
forced against their will to pay, what were, 
in reality, political assessments for the ben- 
efit of the opposite party. 
This was 


made by an ingenious and widespread sys- 
tem of veiled threats and covert intimation 
so well carried out it was completely snc- 
oessfnl. 
Ev.-ry method was resorted^to 


while at the aamo time avoiding an actual 
demand for money. For instance, some 
witnesses wera forced to contribute by be- 
ing made very uncomfortable in their work 
until they did eo. They wore originally at 
work at stations near their homes and were 
suddenly unified to others far distant and 
very inconvenient for them to go to. Their 
inquiries failed to discover the reason for 
the change, and they were kept in the new 
places until they finally made np their' 
minds to par, when they wera transferred 
back to their old pasts without a word be- 
inrf said.

There were 493 business failures recorded 


daring the year on the entire coast, with 
liabilities aggregating $12,487,110. 
Of 


these 237 cases are still pending. Tkree 
hundred and seventy-three of tbe'fiilares 
were in California, 45 in Washington, 32 
inJOregon, 11 in Nevada and 10 in Arizona.' 
In this city thtie were 67 failures, iu Log 
Angeles 28, in Fresno county 27, in San 
Diego county 16, in Tulare connty 20, and 
in San Bernardino connty 14.

California is steadily growing, in population 
and importance and its vacant lands are 
being settled npoa in a satisfactory man' 
nar. The value .of the. State's products 
for the year was estimated at $114,792,000.

In tbe 'Supreme Court to-day, in the 


case of the .Promontory, Ranoh Company, 
appellants, vs. Houtz & Ooobant, from the 
Supreme Court of'the Territory of Utah, 
the decision of the lower Court was af- 
firmed. ' Both companies are stock-raising 
corporations, and the litigation was over 
350,000 acres of land used as range lands.: 
Plaintiffs claimed title to lands by pur- 
chase of 1,000 sections from tha Central 
Pacific • Railway. It claimed that as: each 
alternate section is Government land they 
cannot fence their lands in and that five 
highways run through the tract, which is 
abon t forty by thirty^aix miles - in extent. 
Owing to this the lands are^open, and de- 
fendants have grazed about:200,000 sheep 
across this land. Plaintiffs claimed; that 
defendants bad no right to do this, and 
showed that owing .to the peculiarity of 
sheep grazing they leave the land unfit 
for cattle. Justice Miller-says the bill 
sought by plaintiffs is without equity, at 
it seeks declaration that, they by controll- 
ing one-half of it parcel of land may. con- 
trol the whole, and thereby deprive the 
general public of the right granted' it by 
license of more than 100 years of .access 
to public domain.

About-the Broken- Treaty.

IBS gent to the Scn»to the correspondence 
tetween tbe State Department and the 
Chinese Government, the substance of 
which took place during Mr. Cleveland's 
Administration, and has been published 
'rom time to timei The only new- feature 
a a letter from Chang Yen HOOD, .Chine**, 
dioister, to Secretary Elaine, July 8,1889. 
In the letter the Minister says: "In my 
country we have acted span the conviction 
that wheroHwo; Nations enter upon treaty 
stipulations they form a sacred contract from 
which they could ' not be honorably dis- 
charged oicept through friendly negotia- 
tions and new'agreements. I was there- 
fore not; prepared to learn through the 
medium of that great .tribunal (the United 
States Supreme Court) that there was a 
way whereby your Government could re- 
ease itself from treaty obligations without 
consultation with or the consent of the 
other party. When it is remembered that 
treaty relations were established at (he ex- 
press solicitation of your Government and 
that its every request for. further stipula- 
tions have been met in. the highest spirit of 
complaisance, I think you mast sympathize 
with: my astonishment that that body, 
which itself initiated ibis policy and which 
represents the intelligence and justice of 
the great American people, should trample 
these treaties under foot and grossly of- 
fend a Nation which always held these com- 
pacts in sacred .esteem. I trust someway 
will be found whereby the hasty action of 
Congress may. bo undone, the wrong and 
damage to thousands of my countrymen 
avoided and the high affront to the Chinese 
Government and the people removed." 


In the earlier correspondence the Min- 


ister complains [to Secretary Bayard'that 
ho bad assured him 1(the Minister) that 
the President would veto any such legisla- 
tion: In reply Bayard denies any such as- 
surance and- informs him that the Aei 
passed Congress: with such unanimity as 
to palpably render a veto wholly futile.

divaSr'and watcKed with, entrancing enthu- 
siasm the play of their vocal cords; their 
bird-like trills have been the delight of my 
ether-pervaded office life. The face, with 
its avenues and by-vrays, its recesses and 
corners, its eminences and indentations, 
has been my intellectual, professional and- 
artistio stamping ground. The face as in- 
terpreter of the senses, the indicator of joy 
and pain, the exponent of our inner self, 
sojinteres'ting, complex, inexhaustible a sub- 
ject I scarcely dare to face!

WHAT IS BEAUTS? 


Bat What is beauty—what is it that con- 


stitutes the beauty, charm and attraction 
of a face? Schiller, the poet, dear to nil 
German hearts, clearly describes a two-fold 
beauty—the beauty of features, a perma- 
nent congenital gift of nature towsome, and 
to others the gilt of grace and motion of 
expression, the result of the ever-chacging 
process of life, ever acquiring fresh beauty 
of form. Every natural feature—sea,, sky, 
rninbow,~_flower3, musiean tone—has in it 
something which is not private but uni- 
versal. And in chosen men and women is 
something in form, speech and. manners 
which is not of their person and family, 
but of a humane, catholic and spiritual 
character, and we love'them as the pky. 
Theyhttvea largeness of suggestion, and 
their face and manners carry a certain 
grandeur like time and justice. It may 
traly t^a-'d that in hTirasn beauU, body 
and son! cave an equal share. 
'">- 


In a letter lately received from a young 


artist of this city (now absent) are the fol- 
owing words, well 
worth 
repeating: 


"People's faces are my 'delight, be they 
plain or beautiful in face; the form of the 
features and the coloring effect me only as 
I regard them typically—typical as oug- 
gesting' the qualities of the mind and per- 
son. It is the mind above the body which 
possesses the charm. 
A beautiful child is 


most beautiful to us when our senses see 
the purity of mind suggested by the child's 
face." -And he is right; form and expres- 
sion combined constitute ideal beauty, al- 
thongh to define ideal beauty seems im- 
possible; thus we find very divergent opin- 
ions respecting its quality in different na- 
tions and races, and even among individ- 
uals of the same family, whose ideal will 
vary according to rank and culture. 
Nevertheless, it seems undoubtedly trne 
that ideal beauty will be appreciated and 
paid homage to as the one power to which 
all are eager to bow down by all civilized 
or .untutored races, for surely no mind, 
however rude, is without some preemption 
of beauty. 


THE STANDARD OF BEATJTT. 


There are, of course, certain rules laid 


down as to proportion, unity and coloring 
of features, and in the last century Peter 
Camper, a Dutch physician, supplied phys- 
iology with a schedule of measurement for 
the ideal proportions of the hoad and face. 
His facial angle of beauty was intended as 
an intellectual criterion of a man's intel- 
lect. The facial angle of the most man- 
like ape reaches only to 42 degrees; that of 
a negro to 70 degrees; the civilized white 
races range to 80 degrees. A few of the 
idealized statues of ancient Greece, as, for 
instance, the head of Apollo Pythias, ex- 
hibit an angle of 100 degrees. 


Now, 
I desire emphatically to state to 


my fair lady hearers that really thero is 
such a thing as manly beauty; beauty full of 
grandeur—where the character is one of loft- 


straight, stiff, angular lines are certainly 
grotesque and ugly. Beside these princi- 
pal factors entering into the physiognomy 
of beauty, the features should be regular 
and harmonize one with another. .The 
forehead, the gateway to the soul—the seat 
of thought—forma more than any other 
feature an intellectual cbaraeteristia of the 
face. 


THE EIE. 


The eye is the most lovely feature in tho 


countenance; the first of our senses to 
awake and the last to cease motion, It'is 
indicative of the higher and holier emo- 
tions—all of.those feelinga which distin- 
guish man from the brutes. A large eye is 
not only consistent with beauty, but neces- 
sary to it. The eye of the eagle, even of 
the ox, is familiar in the smiles of poets. 
The Arab expresses his idea'of woman's 
beauty by saying that she has the eye of the 
gazelle, and the timidity, gentleness and 
innocent fear in the eye of the dser tribe 
are compared with the modesty of a young, 
maiden. In the eye we look for meaning, 
for human sentiment, for reproof. 
; 


To give to the eye its magical baauly 


three factors ere called .into requisition. 
First—ita .shape; second—its color; end 
third—the light which is reflected acoord- 
ing to certain physical laws from its snr-. 
face. It may surprise eome of uiy hearers 
to learn that the shape of the eye is of no 
particular esthetieal value. It in the strong 
shadows of the projecting pyebtowa, the. 


ape and out of the lids and their edges, 


their being more or less carved, the greater 
or sinaller~eize of the opening between the 
lids, which are of paramount importance. 
This curvature of the lids, arid roundish 
shape of the. aperture are fully: appreciated 
by artists. Eqr.nlly in favor with us as well 
as with the-ancients are the large, round, 
majestic-looking, classical eyes of Jubiter, 
Apollo, Juno. In contrast to this style- of 
eyo ia the one with the elongated shupe of 
the lid aperture, showing no strong curve 
of JJthe 'lid edges, which constitutes the 
almond-shaped eye, with its gantle, pensive, 
somewhat sensuous expression, so well por- 
trayodin G. Biohtor's. famous picture of 
the-'fOdalisque." In regard to the color 
of eyes the opinion is almost universal that 
it should be a decided one. Those of a 
distinctive blue or 'strongly developed 
brown are the colors most admired; eyes of 
an ^undecided color possess less-esthetic 
value. 


THE NOSE. 


The nose, to which we now must travel, 


la, in my opinion, not always fairly treated; 
it is of ten made a snbj ect for. caricaturists, 
and yet it mast be granted that a great por- 
tion 'of'the beauty of the face dwells in 'the 
nose,- • The nostrils have great capacity for 
eipresc-ion, the 
breath 
being . drawn 


through them, and their structure formed 
for alternate expansion and contraction, in 
correspondence with the motions of the 
chest. They are an index of the condition 
of respiration, when affected by emotion, 
and, as they consist of cartilages moved by 
appropriate muscles, acting in strict sym- 
pathy with the drawing in of the breath, 
they become expressive of animal excite- 
ment. The nose really may be considered 
as the main exponent of one's character— 
proud, -imperative, tyrannical, sly, mean, 
stupid, bigoted or religions. 
Lavater was 


somewhat of my opinion, for it seems that 
he counseled all crowned heads to choose 
their advisers according to their noses, and 
Napoleon I. ia said to have favored many a 
General on account of his eagle hose. 
But 


taking it all in all I consider the nose as 
rather a touchy subject. Fortunately the 
nose generally suits the face, and the tout 
ensemble must be considered the best cri- 
terion.

The Water In tlie Bust Fork of the 


Carson;. River :, leaves " Iti' Natural 
Channel. 
The Genoa Courier has the following. 
The East Fork oi the Carson has been on 


a bender. Last Saturday there was a j»m 
in the narrow gorge in the canyon where 
Sam Longabangh's boom Is located. Jake 
Kodenbah says the; jam of boom limb,ens, 
ioe and slush came roaring down the can- 
yon ta a bight of over 50 feet. He de- 
scribes it as a sight of perfect grandeur. 
Some $300 or,$400 worth-of Mr. Longa- 
bangh's boom timbers were carried away. 


Another jam occurred near the East Fork 


school house; Cakes of ice a foot thick 
and as large as the side of a house were 
turned np edgewise, making a dam twenty 
feet high, which turned the river from hi 
channel and down through Chris, Dang- 
berg's ranch.' The, water flooded Fred. 
HasBman'a dwelling, barns! and granaries 
and ran down Cottonwood slough, com- 
pletely surrounding his premises with BWift- 
ly flowing currents- of ioe, .and slush. By 
Tuesday affairs had reached such a perilous 
condition that.it became necessary to blow 
out the ice pack with giant powder in order 
to turn the riytr back to its natural course. 
JJAn icepack came moving down a chan- 
nel near Gardnerville and threatened to 
sweep Lawrence Gilmim's buildings out of 
existence, but .while they were trembling 
in the jaws.of .destruction, the moving 
mass was turned to 'one side and left them 
unharmed.

Kooky Bun Companies are now at work, 
and will be able to gather, in about 6,000 
tone, The Sierra Lakes Co'., at Boca, is 
working a large force of men. They ex- 
peot to put up between 10,000 and 15,000 
tons. 
Tha Mortis Creek Company has 


their ice. houses filled with old ice. 
It 


is reported that at Prossor Creek no 
ice will be secured. At the Tahoe Ice 
Company's works a desperate battle with 
the elements has been fought and at sev- 
eral times it was thought they would have 
to be abandoned. It is now thought that 
most of the ice will be eaved. The; will 
put up from 10,000 to 15,000 tons. Alto 
gether tho ice crop will probably amount 
to 40,000 tons, wlich, with the.ice held 
over from last season, will fully supply the 
demand next Summer.

Tho postage stamp will celebrate its fif-

tion is dno lo printer James Chalmers, of

8 a pleasurable sensa- 
tion, it generally causes a gentle smile and 
sonpo brightening of tho eyes. A strong 
desire is experienced to touch a loved 
person, and love is more plainly thus ex- 
pressed than by any other means. Many 
kinds of monkeys are stated by the keep- 
ers in the zoological gardens to delight in 
fondling and being fondled by each other 
and by persons to whom they are at- 
tached.

two bad breaks in its pood, which cost 
nearly $2,000 to repair, a break in the roof 
of tho ice boose, and to cap the climax, the 
almost total collapse of the house itself al 
2 o'clock yesterday morning. For three or 
four days past the wind has beon blowing 
a perfect gale at Eases, and night before 
last a regular hurricane sprung up, and 
down went (McGinty) the house to the 
bottom, leaving the tower and elevator 
standing. The house was 300 feet long, 
50 feet wide aad 24 feet high, and with the 
elevator and tower, cost about $7,000. Bnt 
the damage is not.BO very great after all, 
and the company will proceed lo repair it 
at once. Meanwhile the pond is all sluiced 
out, and iu condition for a crop cf ice, 
should thcre'be another cold spell. If tbe 
boys get a good crop they will have money 
enough to make them even on all their 
losses, and in any event, will keep on try- 
ing till they make something, or get broke.
